I agree, there are probably as many reasons for liking "boatanchors" 
as there are "Boatanchorites". Nostalgia may be the most prevalent; I started 
as a novice in 1970 with an ARC-5 xmtr/rcvr combo on 80 meters (I still 
have them). 

When I graduated from college in 1957, tubes were still king, and 
transistors were new. Therefore, most of my EE courses were about tube 
circuits. I spent most of my career designing electrical power systems for 
missiles and space vehicles, and I never got comfortable with solid-state 
circuits, other than an occasional voltage regulator, or transformer-rectifier 
unit. 

I have 2 reasons for liking boatanchors - (1), I can look ata 
schematic, 
and have a basic understanding of what makes it tick (not like the confusing 
"ricebox" schematics), and (2), the development of circuits like the 
R-390/392's, 

SP-600's, etc. was based on sound engineering principles developed over a 
period of 40 years or so. Even my Hallicrafters S-40 has a "tracking" rf 
amplifier 

(one-handed tuning); my FT-301 has a separate "Tune" control, for signal 
peaking. 

Recently, WA3NNA in Pennsylvania put an 80 meter cw beacon on the air. 
It started at 2 watts, and then sequentially stepped down in power to 200 
microwatts. Here in Missouri, I was able to copy his 200 milliwatt signal with 
my SP-600, but the signal was too far down in the qrn to successfully copy 
with the FT-301. I attribute this mainly to the fact that the SP-600 has much 
sharper "front-end" selectivity due to it having 2 tuned rf amplifiers and a 
tuned mixer. I used the same antenna and antenna tuner with both receivers, 
and used a 500 kc if selectivity setting with both receivers. As I see it, 
the solid-state ham receiver designers have ignored the real aspects of 
receiver design, and cover their shortcomings with "bells and whistles" 
such as 50 - 100 frequency memories, multiple digital vfo's, and other 
features which few people ever use. They advertise "high sensitivity", but 
ignore "selectivity" under real conditions. The designers have ignored the 
fact that a receiver is a "system"; overall performance comes from all the 
parts. 

The best designs don't allow the noise to get into the receiver in the 

first place. The "ricebox" front ends are typically designed like their 

vhf and 

uhf £m rigs, and then they try to gain overall selectivity with filtering in 
the if and audio stages. The problem of poor basic design can't be solved with 
the addition of an integrated circuit and/or a microprocessor! 


These are my opinions.

Recently, an Eico 324 signal generator showed up on my step from Sandy 
Blaize. When I e-mailed him about purchasing it, I let him know my 
concern that I really needed one that worked well becuase I didn't want 
another project, I have so many waiting! He assured me that it wouldn't 
be a project. 


Well it arrived and just like he said, it will be no project. In fact, 
it works perfectly. Sandy replaced a few of the caps, and if they 
didn't say Nichicon on them I would have never have known, the 
replacement is that well done!

Hello All, 

First of all, thanks to those that offered info on the power connector 
info I sought for my recently acquired '32 (non-A). Now, after tinkering 
with the rig for a couple of weeks, some questions have arisen. 


The receiver is, shall we say, less than stellar in sensitivity. My 
sand-based NE-602 rig has better ears. After opening up the driver/rx input 
can (it's normally sealed) I was able to improve sensitivity ever-so-slightly. 
A signal generator loosely coupled to the antenna input brings the AGC 
voltage to about -7.75 with a corresponding S-meter reading of S9+20. 

I'm wondering if there are any known problems and corrections for low 
sensitivity. Since I haven't even touched the transmitting circuits, any 
hints on things to look out for would also be appreciated.

In the early seventies I built a fairly sophisticated solid state (sorry, 
folks) receiver which used audio-derived AGC based on a Plessey integrated 
circuit. The integrated circuit was specifically designed as an 
audio-derived AGC generator and was extremely sophisticated. It was 
basically a hang AGC circuit, with adjustable hang times, but it would 
follow a fading signal whose strength varied faster than the selected hang 
time. It also would reject pops, static crashes, etc., so that they didn't 
capture the AGC. I think it was called the SL-960 or 961, though I could be 
wrong. If anyone is interested, the receiver was written up in a long 
article in several editions of the Bill Orr Handbook. (I haven't checked to 
see if it is in the latest edition.) In any case, the IC probably represents 
the highest capability ever achieved in an audio AGC. I don't know whether 
it is still available.
